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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in — 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United 
States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed 
under the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national 
application published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United 
States was published under Article 21 (2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a); 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kao 
etal. ("Kao"). 

Per claim 1, Kao discloses a metal shielding shell 10 covered on an electrically 
insulative terminal holder block 40 holding a set of terminals 46, comprising two guide 
rods 21 1 bilaterally extended from a front bonding side thereof for insertion into 
respective through holes on a circuit board for enabling said terminals to be bonded to 
respective contacts at said circuit board, said guide rods each having (see attachment) 
a base formed integral with the front bonding side of said metal shielding shell and a 
mounting portion extended from said base and curved in one direction. 

Per claim 2, wherein said front guide rods are obliquely extended from said front 
bonding side in direction toward each other. 
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Claims 1, 3, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Wu. 

Per claim 1 , Wu discloses a metal shielding shell 7 covered on an electrically 
insulative terminal holder block 4 holding a set of terminals 5, comprising two guide rods 
722 bilaterally extended from a front bonding side thereof for insertion into respective 
through holes on a circuit board for enabling said terminals to be bonded to 
respective contacts at said circuit board, said guide rods each having (see attachment) 
a base formed integral with the front bonding side of said metal shielding shell and a 
mounting portion extended from said base and curved in one direction. 

Per claim 3, the front guide rods are obliquely outwardly extended from said front 
bonding side. 

Per claim 5, the mounting portion of each said guide rod has a round tip 

Per claim 6, Wu discloses two protruded portions respectively extended from two 

opposite lateral sides thereof for grounding. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: regarding claim 4, the prior art does not suggest the shell as claimed, including 
the combination of all the claimed elements, the combination including the conical tip.
